Their affairs will be liquidated as rap-
idly as possible and they will go out of
business. Nutionsh Beak Examiner
Bosworth has suceteded Walsh at the
head of the Chicago National bank amml
the places of the directors have been
filled by men appointed by the Chicago
Clearing House. Back of the new man-
agement sland allied, the banks of Chi-
cago, who have pledged their resources
that every depositor shall be paid to
the last cemt and no customer of the
three inatitutions shall lose anything
by reason of the suspension. Had wot
this action been taken by the banks of
the city, a disssirous panic must have
followsd in the financial world.

The assets of these institutions, it was
asserted, were involved in coal and rail-
way properties of John R. Walsh, the
president of the Chimmgo National bank.
John R. Walsh, head of the institutions
| which bave been declared insolvent, was
not at the meeting The following
were the members of the commitiee at
the meeting.

The statement was issued at the of-
fices of the First National baok. It is
as follows:

“The Chicago National bank, the
Home Savings bank, and Byuitable
Trust Company, which have been con-
trolled and managed by Johm R, Walsh
and his associstes have concluded to
wind up their aflairs and quit business
in this city. After & thorough and care-
ful oxemination of their affairs by the
Chicago clearing house banks, it is stat-
ed that all of the depositors of these
institations will be paid in fall upon de-
mand, the Chimgo Clearing House
banks having pledged themselves to this
result, thus putting all the resources of
the Chicago banks behind the deposi-
tors of these three institutions. The
difficulty with the institutions has been
that investments have been made in
assets conpected with the mdlway and
conl enterprises of John R. Walsh.

“These assets were not immediately
available to meet deposits and have been
taken over on terms which will enable
the three institutions to pay their de-
positors in full m

Mr, Ridgly, comptroller of the cur-
rency, and Charles Eubank, of the sudi-
tor's department at Springfield, were
“eom end expressed themsalves as great-
Iy pleased with the action of the Chi-
cago banks, and stated that it rekeet-
ed great credit upon the asoclated
banks of Chistgo which hewve again in-
Idicated their ability to meet and om-
argency in & manner entirely satisfae
tory to the publie.”

The meeting of the Chicago clearing
"house association began at noon Sup-
rday. Notices were sent to the members
of the board by Mr. Forgan after it
had been lenrmed of the condition of the
banks and the trust company.

Clerks were notified and fifty or more
with ten stenogmphers hurried to the
First <National Bank. Behind clossl
doors the Clearing House Association be
gan its work of finding a way that
miight enable them to ride the financial
som in safety. That a panie would be
likely to follow waa the first thought
of the committee,

Resolutions were adopted aml heads
of othet banks. pledged themeclves to
give assislanee, The amount involved
in the failure would not be stated by
the committae members.
